The amazing information is leaking out of Washing- 


ton these days to the effect that the staid old senate, in 
years agone the very bulwark of defense for the protected 
interests, has determined to slash still deeper into tariff; 
rates than the house has done in the Underwood measure 
•which has been sent to the upper house for approval. In- 
stead of fighting for an advance of the rates in the Under- 
wood bill, the senate is reported to be in reality contem- 
plating further reductions in many linos. This fact prom- 
ises to be the year's premier governmental surprise. The 
senate out-slashing the house iii tariff cutting is a spec- 
tacle so unique that it is bound to take rank as one of the 
remarkable developments of the new trend in popular 
politics. 


And after all, the reason for the surprising reversal of 


form is not difficult to trace. With its ear to the ground, 
the senate has recently heard a thing or two, and the im- 
portance of information gained in this manner is immense- 
ly magnified by the fact that hereafter membership in the 
upper house is to be attained by the favor of popular 
franchise instead of through the instrumentality of the va- 
rious state legislatures. The senate has sensed popular 
opinion regarding.tariff revision, and it doesn't propose to 
allow the house to garner all the glory. The senate is 
lately .manifesting a remarkable aptitude for ocular pene- 
tration of stone walls. 


Dayton, Ohio, is the most recent of the larger cities 


to get away fi'om partisan politics in municipal affairs. It

difficult to punish thieves who steal 
goods in transit. One difficulty was the 
requirement that the location of the 
crime must he shown by the evidence, 
and it is often very hard to tell whether 
a thief has robbed a car in Allegheny 
or Westmoreland county, for example. 


Congress has enacted a law making 


such a theft—of goods in 
inter-state 


commerce 
we 
presume—an 
offense 


against national law. 
It permits the 


prosecution either in the district where 
the theft occured, or either in the dis- 
trict where the thief was apprehended 
with tho goods. 
In other words, the 


new law makes it possible for the rail- 
roads and national government to expe- 
dite the prosecution of thieves 
who 


make, a practice of robbing freight cars 
and depots. 


This'is as it should be. The thief 


who robs a railroad car or depot really 
steals from the public. The loss from 
that cause is one of the expenses of the 
business, and must he recovered from 
the public in freight charges if it can- 
not be recovered from tho thieves. The 
losses from this 
cause In 1!'12 
were 


nearly twice those from damago from 
wrecks. It is certainly to be hoped that 
tho rnilroads will, under the new law, 
he able to bring 'the rascals to justice 
so as to stop the nefarious practice.

MINISTERS WILL 
HOUmfEIK 


Fort Wayne Association to 


Make Statement of Its 


Attitude. 


BOARD WILL NOT 'ACT 


Following a meeting to he. held totnor- 


*ow the Kort Wayne Ministerial assoeia 
tion will make a public statement on its 
attitude toward the action taken by the 
hoard of public safety in Ha refusal to 
close the Sunday shows and the pool- 
rooms. 


"Until this meeting has been hold and 


the situation canvassed," said Rev. r[. 
B. Master, chairman of the committee 
that waited on the hoard last night, 
"nothing authentic will he given out." 


The. session last night was closed and 


further than that the ministers presented 
practically the same arguments used in 
the conference Monday with Mayor .leese 
Orice, nothing has been made 
public. 


The mayor will not give any further an- 
swer to the association than that con- 
tained in the prepared statement from 
he board which is as follows and wlucli 
& a refusal to enforce the closing laws: 


Tho statement follows: 
"The question of closing the theaters 


and moving picture shows on Sunday 
was submitted to the mayor and in ac- 
cordance with his policy submitted by 
him to us for consideration at our first 
meeting thereafter. 
This evening at 


our meeting the matter was also pre- 
sented to us by interested persons. 


"In this connection, we believe that 


the city is under some obligation to af- 
ford amusement and recreation for its 
citizens on Sunday. The day of rest of 
a city of the size of Fort Wayne is a 
matter of civic concern, as two-thirds 
of our citizens, many of whom, by the 
way, are^ constant church-goers, cannot 
afford to go to either the near-by lakes 
or the country; to meet in a measure 
this situation the city has expended 
thousands of dollars in. the establish- 
ment of parks, wherein tennis courts, 
base ball grounds and 
other athletic 


fields and laid out so that citizens who 
enjoy those kind of sports may be en- 
tertained on Sunday 
and other days. 


Unfortunately, bathing and boating can- 
not be provided at this time. 
Again, 


there ara citizens who require entirely 
different forms of 
entertainment and 


recreation than those provided by the 
municipality. City government has not 
yet reached that degree of perfection 
where amusement can be afforded and 
furnished by the city, to meet the re- 
quirements of all until that state is at- 
tained, some form of amusement as a 
matter of necessity, will havo to bo car- 
ried on by private enterprise. Conse- 
quently, privately owned parks, \vater- 


1 places and privately owned theaters 


lave been established wherein whole- 
some entertainment'which the. city can- 
iot furnish is afforded to those who de- 
sire it. 


"We believe that a great majority of 


the citizens of Fort Wayne who arc 
also 
church-goers, 
are 
in 
favor of 


wholesome 
amusements 
on 
Sunday, 


whether it is provided 
by the 
city 


or pivate capital, whether it he in the 
nature of outdoor amusement or such 
wholesome amusement one receives in 
.he theaters and other public halls of 
entertainment, believing that the peo- 


ple feel that this stand docs not inter- 
fore with the morn IK, health or church 
attendance of the citizens. 


"Because of a state-wide sentiment 


Sunday Imw ball was legalized by the 
state legislature niid'its legality upheld 
by the supreme court. 
If playing or 


paying to wntch base ball is legal and 
mural, why not so with football, tennis, 
polo and basket ball? 
In these g.'imon 


t IK- exercise benefits those who play ami 
entertains those who watch. 
If it is 


legal and moral to wntch professionals 
and others perform in outdoor games 
anil entertainments, what is the objec- 
tion to watching wholesomo umune- 
mcnt and entertainment indoors? 


"To enforce to the letter a statute 


providing for Sunday closing will stop 
thn carrying on of many lines of busi- 
ness that common consent has conceded 
to be necessary, to singli- out one busi- 
ness that public convenienco demands 
from among many and close it would be 
unjust and discrimination. 
We do not 


believe in closing one such business and 
letting all others operate. If we close 
one we would feel compelled to close all, 
and we do not intend to stop ali busi- 
ness on Sunday. 


"Public 
sentiment 
Is 
practically 


unanimous that that part of the. statute 
which prohibits n man from following 
his usual avocation should not be ei« 
forced literally, for if it was nearly 
every line of endeavor would be at a 
standstill on Sunday, resulting in great 
distress and inconvenience. . Wo be-

HUEETA-DIEZ DOOM IN MEXICO. 


A VIEW OF THE CITY OF OUAYMA8, MEXICO, FROM THE HARBOR. 


San Diego, Cal., May 21.—Will the 


doom of the Huerta-Diiiz government 
over revolution-ridden Mexico be sounded 
at Guaymas? 


Reports received here recently indicate 


that it will. 


Guaymas, principal city of the west 


coast, is surrounded by 5,000 rebels. 
In 


Sonora and its sister state, Sinaloa, aro 
6.000 more rebels and Yaqui Indians, all 
moving to the attack. 


Inside the city 
are 3,200 federal.?, 


strongly intrenched with machine guns 
and cannon mounted on the clill'g over- 
looking the city. But they will be prac- 
tically cut off from supplies if the rebels 
win the first battle at San Jose Guay- 
mas, a settlement northwest of the fed- 
eral stronghold. 
If the rebels win that 


battle, reports from Guaymas say. the 
federals will probably evacuate, board 
the Mexican liners and gunboats in the 
bay and eail away. 


The federal forced at Guaymas are 


Raid to number 1.200 men under Wen. 
Gil and Don Pancho Garcia and 2,000 
Under f!en. Barron. 
They ar« "sandal- 


foot'' convict soldiers, serving because 
they have to, and poorly paid. They are 
mainly veterans and good fighters, but 
are not expected to'show any loyalty. 
The rebels declare that they are desert- 
ing at every chance. 


F. S. Black, secretary to a Mexican 


railroad president, recently returned from 
the trouble zone, says that there are 
(i.OOO to 8.000 rebels between Nbgales 
and Guaymas, along.the lines of the rail- 
Toad. 
At Navajo are 800 rebels, San 


Pan Bias 600 and at Guerte a few hun- 
dred more. 
They are armed and have 


machine guns and heavy artillery with 
plenty of ammunition. 
Soldiers of, for- 


tune, formerly with the American, Jap- 
anese and German armies, have been in- 
structing them in the use of these guns. 


Guaymas and Alamos are the only .Pa- 


cific ports that the federal forces hold 
from Xogales, in th» northern part of 
Ronora to Mazatlan, in the lower part of 
Sinaloa. 


A small force of federals at Alamos is 


said to be trying to join the federals ,\t 
f!unyrnas. But between them and Guay- 
mas are thousands of rebels. 


In Guaymas harbor are the Mexican 


liners Pesqueira and Moroles and the 
gunboats Guerrero and Tampico. 


The railroad from Nogales to Mazailau 


is in bad shape. The country is highl; 
mountainous 
and bridges 
are 
many 


There are 155 bridges destroyed batweer 
Ortiz and Empalme. The distance be 
tween the two places is less than thirtj 
miles. 


In spite of tho efforts of American Olli 


cials to prevent violations of the neu 
trality laws, supplies are reaching th' 
rebels. 


Dynamite and considerable ammuni 


tion, marked "perishable freight," is car 
ried on the railroad. 


The American* at Guaymag and vi 


cinity have gone to the American refu 
gee camp at El Morrito, in Guaymas bay 
The American cruiser California is sta 
tioned in the bay. 


If Guayman falls, it will place th< 


rebels in possession of most of the wesi 
coast of Mexico, and that will be the 
beginning of the end for Huerta, the man 
who brutally and cowardly butoberec 
President Madero.

self and neighbor are sacred, the duty 
towards God is 
immeasurably 
more 


sacred. When it is faithfully performed, 
it includes and raises to a higher plane 
the' discharge of every other obligation. 


"An education which unites the in- 


tellectual, moral and religious elements 
is the best safeguard for the home, 
since it places on a secure basis the 
various relations which the family im- 
plies. It also insures the performance 
of social duties by inculcating a spirit 
of self sacrifice, of obedience to law, 
and of Christian lov* for the fellcnvmun. 
The most effectual preparation for cit- 
izenship is that schooling 
In 
virtue 


which accustoms a man to decide, to 
act, to oppose a movement or further 
it, not with a view to personal gain nor 
dimply in deference to public, opinion, 
but in accordance with the standards 
<>• 


right that are filed by the law of God. 
The welfare, of the state, therefore, de- 
mands that the child be trained in the 
practice of virtue and religion no less 
than in the pursuit of knowledge."
